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WASHINGTON, Nov. 25 (AP)— 
President-elect Eisenhower's lat- 
est appointments—one a surprise, 
the other somewhat expected — 
have come in for a general round 
of applause. 

The surprise was the designa- 
tion of Ezra Taft Benson as Eisen- 
hower’s Secretary of Agriculture. 
Benson, 53 years old, has devoted 
much of his life to agriculture, but 
he has been less well-known in 
that field recently than as a leader 
of the Mormon Church in Salt 
Lake City. 

Not unexpected was the choice 


of Gov. Sherman Adams of New 

Hampshire to a key spot in Eisen- 

hower’s high command. Adams, 

also 53, headed the Eisenhower 
campaign. He was named to be 
assistant to the President, a job 
that includes liaison work between 
the White House and most of the 
federal departments and agencies. 
‘Excellent,’ Says Taft. 

Senator Robert A. Taft of Ohio, 
to whom Benson is distantly re- 
lated, had this comment for re- 
porters at Columbus: 

“I think it is an excellent ap- 
pointment. I certainly joined in 
the recommendation (but) I can’t 
claim him as my recommendation.” 

Taft, defeated by Eisenhower 
for the Republican presidential 
nomination, said none of the cabi- 
net appointments has come from 
recommendations he submitted to 
Eisenhower, at the general's invi- 
tation. 

But Taft added: “I will have 
no difficulty co-operating with 
any of the ‘people appointed.” 

The six cabinet appointees to 
date: John Foster Dulles as Sec- 
retary of State, Charles E. Wilson 
as Secretary of Defense, George 
M. Humphrey as Sécretary of the 
Treasury, Herbert .Brownell as 
Attorney General, Oregon's Gév. | 
Douglas McKay as Secretary of 
interior and Benson as Secre- 
tary of Agriculture. 

Two non-cabinet roles also have 
been cast, former Gov. Harold! 
Stassen of Minnesota as mutual 
tecurity administrator and Adams 
as assistant to the President. 

Yet to be filled in the Cabinet: 
Postmaster General—which Taft 
suggested might go to G.O.P. Na- 
tional Chairman Arthur Summer- 
field—and the secretaries of Com- 
merce and Labor.

Merger of Two Union 
Groups. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 25 (AP) 
~The American Federation of 
Labor chose George Meany as its 
hew president today and made a 
new bid to the CIO for a merger. 

Meany, 58 years old, was elect- 
ed unanimously by the AFL’s 14- 
member executive council as suc- 
cessor ot the late William Green. 
William F. Schnitzler, 46, of 
Chicago, was unanimously se- 
lected to be the AFL’s secretary- 
treasurer, the post vacated by 


Meany. 

Green died last Friday at the 

age of 82, after serving as the 
AFL’s chief executive for more 
than a quarter century. 
Meany told reporters that the 
AFL council also had reacitvated 
a nine-man committee on union 
with the CIO and had empower- 
ed it to invite the rival labor 
organization to join in new dis- 
cussions on a merger. Such talks 
have been conducted off and on 
many times in the past. 

Meany Hopeful of Merger. 
However, Meany expressed con- 
fidence that they could now be 
— forward successfully. He 
said: 

“They are trade unionists and 
so are we, and we must find 
some way to get together.” 
Meany, a former member of the 
AFL plumbers union, was pres- 
ident of the New York State 
Federation of Labor for five years 
from 1934 to 1939. He has been 
secretary-treasurer of the AFL 
since 1940. _ . 

In that job, Meany has per- 
formed more and more of the 
task of administering the AFL’s 
daily affairs, as Green gradually 
declined in health. 

The choice of Meany as Green’s 
successor had been widely ex- 
pected. 

Outlining his aims for the AFL, 
Meany told reporters the 8,000,- 
000-member organization vous 
work to improve thé living stan 

ards and working conditions Hr 
American workers, and expects to 
continue to play an important 
part also in fighting Communism 
at home and abroad. 

Talked With Eisenhower. 
Meany recalled that he had 
a talk in New York last Friday 
with President-elect Dwight D. 
Eisenhower, and said he had 
pledged “the AFL’s complete co- 
operation” in all Eisenhower's 
efforts to “make America a bet- 
ter place to live and to. keep 
America and its allies free.” 

He said he had recommended 
that Eisenhower select someone 
“from the ranks of labor” to be 
Secretary of Labor since that de- 
partment is “dedicated to the

Fowler said he estimates the 
cost of starting the industrial re- 
serve would be “something under 
a billion dollars for fiscal 1954.” 
The funds, which Congress would 
appropriate directly to the Secre- 
tary of Defense, would be in addi- 
tion to orders being placed by the 
individual services for currently- 
needed production equipment. 

Fowler made public a letter 
from Secretary of Defense Lovett 
confirming the inclusion of a 
“substantial amount” in the fiscal

RUSSIANS RELEASE

BLL FOR THO SEVE 
PUMPING PLANTS OD 


Measure Seeks to Avert 
Back-Ups in River Des 
Peres System. 


—— 


Terms of a proposed ordinance 
providing for construction of two 
new pumping stations to prevent 
backing up of sewage in the River 
Des Peres sewer system when the 
Mississippi river is at flood stage 
were approved today by the Board 
of Public Service. 

The measure is intended to 
eliminate foul odors and public 
health hazards resulting from re- 
current overflow from the River 
Des Peres sewer into the open 
rainwater channel. These have 
been the subject of heated com- 
plaints by residents of the area. 
Amending provisions of an 
earlier ordinance, which appro- 
priated $1,700,000 for a pumping 
station at the mouth of River 
Des Peres, the new measure 
would appropriate an additional 
400,000 for a second pumping 
plant near Macklind avenue. 

By redesigning the first sta- 
tion, its estimated cost has been 
cut to $1,370,000. The ordinance 
would permit the resultant $330,- 
000 saving to be applied to the 
second station, to supplement the 
$400,000, 

New plans call for the Mack- 
lind avenue station to divert sew- 
age during the Mississippi's high 
water periods and pump it into 
the underground Mill Creek sys- 
tem, which flows into the Mis- 
sissippi at the foot of Rutger 
street, 


The board also set Dec. 30. as 
the date it will receive bids for 
alterations and repairs to the pri- 
mary sedimentation and coagula- 
tion basins at the Chain of Rocks 
plant of the St. Louis Water Di- 
vision. Cost is estimated at $780,- 
000. Repair and alteration of the 
secondary system is 85 per cent 
completed.

A larger volume of employ- 
‘ment, more claims for benefits 
for accidents, higher medical 
costs and other inflationary con- 
ditions were factors, the super- 
intendent said. 

Rates of the companies writing 
workmen’s compensation insur- 
ance a Missouri are subject to 
annual .revision by the insurance 
superintendent, 

The 7.3 per cent increase ap- 
proved represents an average of 
thé rate changes authorized, it 
was said, Increases were author- 
ized for about 600 classifications 
of employment, reductions were 
ordered for 45 other classifica- 
tions and no change in rates was 
made for 11 groups. ~ 

Insurance rates for the types 
of employment covered by such 
policies are applied to a unit of 
$100 of the payroll. of the em- 
ployer and vary from 9 cents per 
$100 up to about $15 for hazard- 
ous occupations, 

About 125 companies write this 
type of insurance in Missouri and 
premiums paid by employers total 
about $18,000,000 to $19,000,000 a 
year, it was said.

Prosecution Apparently 
Ends Case Against 14 


Ex-Officials Accused of 


for "malicious. destruction 


Treason. 


VIENNA, Nov. 25 (AP)—The 


prosecution apparently wound up 
its case today in the Prague purge 
trial of 14 former top Czech Com- 
munists on charges of treason and 
espionage. : 

Radio Pague said Bedrich Rei- 
cin, former deputy defense min- 
ister, was the last of the 14 to en- 
ter a confession. He supported 
the statements of the thirteenth 
defendant, Karel Svab, that “Zion- 
ists and traitors” held high jobs 
‘ in the nation’s defense. 

Reichin was accused of the war- 
time murder of Communist hero 
and editor Julius Fucik, and of 
supplying army secrets to Amer- 
ican and French military attaches 
in Prague, the radio said. 

This seemed to wind up the 
prosecution side of the trial of 
former Foreign Minister Vlado 
Clementis, former Communist 
party boss Rudolph Slansky and 
the other purged Reds that opened 
last Thursday. It was assumed 
that such defense as would be 
permitted would be heard tomor- 
row.’ 

Svab, one of the three sor 
Jews among the defendants, 
cused of plotting to prertnon 
the government of President Kie- 
ment Gottwald, admitted that as 
former deputy security minister 
he covered up a wide anti-Mos- 
cow conspiracy. He testified he 
was a member of the “Titoist 


type” conspirational group led by |: 


Slansky. In his job, he said, he 
protected the activities of thé 
“Trotskyites, Zionists and bour- 
geois nationalists.” 

He had- made. it. possible, he | 
said, for British and American 
spies to operate in. Czechoslovakia 
and he had placed “enemy ele- 
=. in the security organiza- 

on. 

The broadcast said that Osvald 
Zavodsky, former commandant of 
the state security forces, had tes- 
tified against Svab, but also had 
.ineriminated himself by stating 
that he had helped the former 
deputy minister. Zavodsky said 
he placed “traitors” in high posi- 
tions in the state police. 

Western charges that the trial 
has strong anti-Semitic overtones 
}drew comment from the Commu- 
‘hist newspaper Rude Pravo. The 
paper indicated Communist or- 

anizers of the trial were attempt- 
ng to prove that all Jewish cap- 

italists were “Zionists, traitors 
and anti-Semites” while the av- 
erage Jewish. worker was vanti- 
Zionist. 
“The: Communists”: said .Rude 
Pravo, “are uficompromising op- 
ponents of anti-Semitism. .- But 
the present-day ‘bourgeoisie in 
Israel leads the workers away 
from the struggle against capital- 
ism. The Zionists made pacts 
with the greatest enemies of the 
Jews, Hitler and Mussolini.” 

Rude Pravo reasoned: “These 
people who worked with Slansky 
were anti-Semitic.

Churchill also made Lord Lloyd 
a home under secretary, Reginald 
Maulding an economic secretary 
to the treasury and John Profumo 
a parliamentary secretary to the 
Ministry of Civil Aviation.

New Government Pledges 


Reforms to Placate Mob. 


BAGHDAD, Nov. 25 (AP) — 
Iraq’s new government rounded 
up political leaders today, prom- 
ised sweeping reforms to placate 
the mob and threatened curfew 
violators with heavy jail penal- 
ties. 


The strategic oil producing 
country’s: military Premier, Gen. 
Mahmoud Nur Al Din, earlier 
had ofdered all political parties 
dissolved and 12 newspapers shut 
down. Gen. Nur Al Din was called 
to office by Regent Abdul, [lah 
after 11 persons were killed and 
50 wounded in weekend riots. 


Many politicians fled from the 
army and police roundup. At 
least six already were in jail, in- 
cluding leaders of the National 
Democratic, Independence and 
United Popular Front parties. 
More arrests were expected. 
Gen, Nur Al Din held out the 
promise of reforms in the elec- 
toral law before new elections, 
lower taxes, free higher educa- 
tion, a purge of undesirable ele- 
ments in the government, strength- 
ening of the army and new social 
security laws. 
Leftist demands for direct par- 
liamentary ‘elections instead. of 
the present method of indirect 
balloting had caused the former 
government of Premier Al Umari 
to resign and touched off the vio- 
lence Saturday and Sunday. 

During the rioting the crowds 
shouted also against “foreign im- 
perialism, smashed into the 
United States Information Service 
and burned equipment, and stoned 
the British Embassy. The police 
were forced off the streets and 
the military was called in to re- 
store order.

An Air Force officer said the 
secret information was contained 
in films of the souped-up F-86-E 
jet fighter, which has racked up 


an 8-1 victory margin over Rus- 
sian-made MIG-15s in Korean air 
battles. 

Cascio, 34 years old, was a pho- 
tographic laboratory technician 
with the Forty-ninth Air Base 
group. He doubled as a photog- 
rapher and handy man. 

The Air Force said Cascio ob- 
tained the secret information 
from Sgt. John P.. Jones of Man- 
chester, Mass. Jones was. at- 
tached to the Far East Air Force 
headquarters squadron in Tokyo. 

Cascio was arrested in central 
Korea Sept. 21, Jones, arrested 
the same day, later was declared 


insane by a medical board, and: 


was shipped back to the United 
States. No court martial charges 
have been filed against him. 

Cascio, if convicted, could be 
sentenced to life imprisonment. 
The charge against him says Cas- 
cio “did wrongfully offer for sale 
to unauthorized persons classified 
military writing ... with reason 
‘to believe that said writing would 
reach the enemy.” 

The enemy was not specifically 
identified. The Air Force said 
special agents got wind of the 
plot and prevented Cascio from 
passing the films to a Korean 
middleman. 

Maj. Mathew Stanhope, White- 
ville, N.C., who arrested Cascio, 
said. the sergeant submitted 
meekly. The major is provost 


marshal at the field where Cascio 


.served. He described Cascio as 


about 5 feet 2 inches tall, heavy 
and swarthy. 

In addition, the Alr Force ac- 
cused Cascio of 16 counts. of 
black-marketing with military 
scrip in Korea. Under Article 92 
he was charged with obtaining 
the scrip from a Korean civilian. 

Army and Air Force officials 
in Washington said they recalled 
no other instance in the Korean 
action of such charges beffig 
placed against an American serv- 
ice man. 

In Poughkeepsie, N.Y., a brother 
said Cascio won the Distinguished 
Flying Cross with.oak leaf cluster 
as a bombardier in World War II.

He comes by his accession to 
White House trouble shooter-des- 
ignate naturally. He was among 
the first to Have the political acu- 
men to feel that Ike was going to 
be a winner and. over and above 
that, he gave all he had to help 
the General win. 

He was Eisenhower’s personal 
campaign manager, at the Gen- 


eral’s suggestion. He was at his. 


elbow aboard the Eisenhower 
campaign train or wherever his 
advice would be helpful. He con- 
ducted press conferences in the 
General’s place. He was the man 
you had to see to see Eisenhower 
wherever he went. Ike called 
him his chief of staff, sometimes 
the boss 

Significant of the high regard 
in which Eisenhower holds Adams 
was Ike’s frequent inquiry during 
his recent golfing holiday at 
Augusta, Ga, It. was: “Where's 
Sherm?” 

Boosted Ike in 1951. 

Adams started his large-scale 
plumping for Eisenhower in Sep- 
tember 1951 at a governors’ con- 
ference at Gatlinburg, Tenn. He 
was one of six G.O.P. state execu- 
tives who urged the General’s 
nomination for President. In 
January 1952, Adams, in a speech 
before the National Republican 
Club in New York City, declared 
that “Eisenhower stands the best 
chance of election.” 

This was considered the open- 
fing gun of the active “Eisenhow- 
er-for-President” campaign. 

Pushing’ ahead with Ike,. Gov. 
Adams ignored the advice of 
many in his camp and entered 
Eisenhower’s name in the New 
Hampshire primary. It was a cal- 
culated risk and failure would 
have wrecked Ike’s chances. 

In the campaign preceding the 
March primary in the Granite 
state, Adams, one of his party’s 


istrative departments from 83 to 
43 and he streamlined accounting, 
purchasing, public works, conser- 
vation and other state functions. 

After beginning his second term 
in 1951, Gov. Adams encouraged 
New Hampshire industrialists to 
form a New Hampshire Business 
Development Corp. to give the 
state’s economy a shot in the arm. 
This organization started out with 
$2,000,000 of its own for loans to 
quaiified individuals who wanted 
to start new businesses there. 
This fund subsequently was. bol- 
stered by a state fund of $4,000,- 
000 set up in August 1951. 

Adams weighs only 150 pounds 
and is 5 feet 8 inches tall. He 
likes fishing, snow shoeing™ and 
Skiing, and once, when all others 
‘in the capita’ city of New Hamp- 
shire, Concord, were snowbound, 
he skied to his office at the State 
House so he wouldn’t miss any 
time. 

He recently has taken up golf, 
but his associates laughingly deny 
that this has anything to do with 
Ike’s fondness for the game. 

He has light blue eyes and gray 
hair, speaks with a well-modu- 
lated voice which can, however, 
be raised if the occasion requires 
it. Sometimes he smokes, some- 
times he takes a cocktail. “In the 
old days” he used to play a little 
roker with the “boys” but there 
has been little time for that in 
the last few years. 

‘ A Hard Worker. 

He is a hard worker who 
drives himself harder than he 
would think of doing to those 
around him. As Governor, he 
always is' in the State House 
before the secretaries arrive and 
is there after they leave, often 
taking his lunch at his desk. 
Whatever he does, he does with 
painstaking precision. But he is 
not without humor, laughs easily

Work at Convention. 

At the Republican national con- 
vention in July, Gov. Adams was 
floor manager for the Eisenhower 
forces. After the convention, he 
took a three-month leave of ab- 
sence as Governor to head his 
own four-man committee for co- 
ordinating Eisenhower campaign 


activities with those of the Re-. 


publican National Committee. He 
opened a political strategy office 
in Washington and thus, in the 
eyes of many, .became the su- 
preme commander of the Ike 
campaign, taking orders only 
from the General himself. 

The man who will be to Eisen- 
hower what John R. Steelman is 
to President Truman, is a shrewd . 
Yankee business man whom asso- 
ciates describe as a moderate con- 
servative who believes that the 
Government should offer a mea- 
sure of security to the individual. 
By any standard, he is a member 
of the liberal wing of the Repub- 
lican party, even though his vot- 
ing record is mixed. 

He entered politics in 1940 and 
won election to the New Hamp- 
shire House of Representatives 
from Lincoln, his home town. It 
was an enormous victory, because 
the town was generally regarded 
as three-to-one Democratic. 

He served, without noticeably 
offending anyone, as chairman of 
the House Labor Committee in 
the New Hampshire House and in 
1944 he was elected a delegate to 
the Republican National conven- 
tion, where he was identified with 
the forces of Gov. Thomas E. 
Dewey, who won the presidential 
nomination. 

In 79th Congress. 

In November of 1944, Adams 
was elected to the Seventy-Ninth 
Congress. He served on the House 
Labor and Flood Control Com- 
mittees. 

As a Representative, he favored 
an anti-poll tax bill, but also 
favored a bill exempting railroads 
from anti-trust laws. He voted 
for extension of the Reciprocal 
Trade Agreements act and for the 
Government reorganization bill.

In 1921, he was 
named treasurer of the firm and 
was so efficient at reducing costs 
that he was made woods super- 
intendent of the company’s pulp 
enterprise, the Parker-Young Co., 
in New Hampshire. 

That was in 1923. He quit as 
general manager of the company, 
when he became enga*ed in big- 
league politics. He still serves as 
director of a railroad operating 
wholly within New Hampshire. He

. Aid—or Trade? 

Since the election, the Post-Dispatch has been 
expressing concern over the future of the recip- 
rocal trade program. Judging by what Senator 
Eugene D. Millikin of Colorado told the Na- 


' tlonal Conference of Editorial Writers in Den- 


ver, our concern is well founded. 

Senator Millikin, who will be chairman of the 
key Finance Committee in a Republican-con- 
trolled Senate, told the newspaper editorial writ- 
ters that-several American industries had been 
“wrecked”..by. the reciprocal trade program. 
When asked for examples, the Colorado Repub- 
lican said that the “glass industry” was’ one for 
which reciprocal trade has been disastrous, 

We suspect that this will. be news to quite a 
few glass companies in the United States. After 
all it is a pretty broad statement to say that an 
industry has been wrecked. That means it has 
been ruined and that there are only pieces to 
pick up. 

At the same time that Senator Millikin re- 
counted what he considered to be the ill effects 
of reciprocal trade on American industry, he 
spoke a few pleasant generalities about recipro- 
cal trade with other countries. What it came 
down to was this: foreign trade, in the Millikin 
view, would be all right if it did not.mean that 
foreign buyers would in return expect to sell 
some of their products in the United States. 

By way of showing that even a little trade 
with a foreign country could be disastrous, the 
Colorado Senator told the editorial writers that 
he once conducted a long and careful study of 
the cause of a break in the butter market in the 
United States. He said he traced it to the ar- 


 pival of one shipload of butter from Europe. If 


we carry out Senator Millikin’s thought, that 
butter market would have been just as much 
damaged by the arrival of one pound from over- 
seas as by the shipload. 

Can it be that the’ prospect for reciprocal 
trade—the means whereby foreign countries pro- 
vide for themselves through their own industries 
and handicrafts—is as dark as this suggests? 

Fortunately, there is a more hopeful side. 
The Denver Post, in an article by its associate 
editor, Lawrence Martin, who is a friend and 
admirer of Gen. Eisenhower, says the Republi- 
can President-elect’s view is “free trade—not 
aid.” Mr. Martin, in a thoughtful article in last 
Sunday’s issue of his newspaper, reports that 
Gen. Eisenhower will call a full-scale world 
trade conference as soon after he becomes Pres- 
ident “as the necessary conditions for its success 
can be met.” 

One of these conditions apparently will be 
some education of Senator Millikin and certain 
other Republican Senators who have been less 
than friends of reciprocal trade in the past. For 
no fewer than 22 Republican Senators of the 
coming session, including Senator Millikin, either 
opposed extending reciprocal trade in 1949 or 
supported the Malone amendment to destroy the 
basis of reciprocal trade agreements in 1951. 

If trade is to take the place of aid to foreign 
countries, it will have to be trade in reality. It 
will have to be trade which will previde foreign 
countries with dollars with which to buy the 
American products our manufacturers and pro- 
ducers wish to sell abroad. This is one area in 
which double-talk is soon exposed for what it is. 

We wish the Eisenhower Administration suc- 
cess in supplanting aid with trade. But before. 
that can be achieved, we wish the General suc- 
cess in getting support for such a program with- 
in his own party.. ! 

Germans, Jews.and Arabs 

' One of the happier episodes of an interna- 
tional scene which has not featured much happi- 
ness in recent years was the agreement of the 
West German government to pay $715,000,000 
to the Israeli government as a token of repara- 
tion for the wrongs committed by Hitler against 
the Jews. Bonn admitted that the sum could not 
begin to offset the enormity of the crimes, but. 
people in many parts of the world were heart- 
ened by its motivating spirit of reconciliation. 

Now.come the Arabs, headed by Egypt’s Mo- 
hammed Naguib, to threaten._a halt of all German 
trade in the Near East and the Middle East if 
Bonn sends 80 much as a dollar to Tel Aviv. 
The Arabs regard Israel as an enemy, and they 
are against any help, little or big, to the Jewish 
state. They completely disregard the fact that 
this is. essentially a moral gesture rather than 
an economic transaction. 

The Arab protest is bound to bother the Ger- 
mans. Their prosperity is largely dependent on 
export trade. Their commercial relations with 
the Arabs are important. Nevertheless we trust 
that Bonn will put righteousness above profits, 
that it will stand by its gesture to Israel. Even 
more, we hope that the Arabs will give a further 
thought to their attitude, realizing the unenvi- 
able position they have taken in the eyes of 
all men of. good will. They are themselves 
hardly strong enough to afford the dissipation 
of good opinion beyond. their frontiers.

Both 
methods are founded on innuendo and launched 
on fear. Senator McCarthy has dressed up the 
process with a deep speaking voice and a brief 
case. He reads “documents” containing what he 
says is “proof.” . Dies seldom bothered to offer 
anything that looked even remotely like evi- 
dence. 

For seven long years a timid Congress gave 
the Dies Committee appropriations, Then, his 
popularity waning in Washington and Texas, Dies

attention to bias displayed in some newspapers 
and magazines. 

These charges will now be looked into. At its 
thirty-third annual convention in Denver, Sigma 
Delta Chi, national professional journalistic fra- 
ternity, authorized its executive council to pro- 
ceed with a survey of the criticism of the press. 
Presumably the organization of more than 20,000 
members, embracing all fields of communica- 
tions, will canvass the possibility of financial 
assistance through one of the foundations and 
a thorough study by a professional research in- 
stitution, equipped for such an undertaking. 

It is urgent, in our opinion, that these charges 
of unfairness be thoroughly aired and disposed 
of. If the press and radio generally were unfair 
let the facts be established. If they were fair let 
that become known ag the fact and so an 
answer to the critics. 

Our belief is that there is cause for a survey. 
Reporting on the extensive scale that character~ 
ized the 1952 campaign should not be left under 
a cloud. Before there is another campaign the 
grave charges about this one ought to be investi- 
gated for whatever may be in them, To this ad- 
mirable end we indorse the proposal and com- 
mend Sigma Delta Chi for identifying itself 
with the idea.

The Senatorial election in Michigan is now in 
dispute.

This is primarily a Michigan matter. Michigan 
has a right to have as its Senator that one of 
the nominees who actually received the largest 
number of votes. If there is reason to believe 
that a recount would change the announced re- 
sults we should think Michigan would want to 
have a check to determine the true outcome. 

The national interest in this situation arises 
from the fact that the Senate is now divided so 
narrowly. The lineup is: 48 Republicans, 47 Dem- 
ocrats, 1 Independent (Morse of Oregon). Should 
a recount change the Michigan result and show 
Senator Moody the winner, the result would be: 
48 Democrats, 47 Republicans and 1 Independ- 
ent. If Senator Morse were to vote with the 
Democrats or abstain that would take the con- 
trol of the Senate away from the Republicans. 

In our opinion, any such move would be a 
misfortune. The Republicans have won the pres- 
idency by a large margin. They hgve won the 
House more narrowly. Let them also control 
the Senate, even if still more narrowly. The Re- 


_publicans are entitled now to show what they 


cat do. They have the responsibility and they 
should be given a chance to discharge it.”

Too Much Big Business Influence?

That was in 
1949 when Mr. Humphrey was 
chairman, and Mr. Wilson was a 
member, of the five-man -com- 
mission appointed by Paul Hoff- 
man, then ECA Administrator, to 
study the German reparations 
problem.

Odets has placed it in facile and 
familiar setting, the theater itself, 
backstage, with the tense atfnos- 
phere surrounding the launching 
of a new play, and made the alco- 
holic a once-great actor, Frank 
Elgin, who has lost his confi- 
dence and is being given achance 
for a comeback. The play’s young 
director, Bernie Dodd, blames 
Elgin’s wife for the man’s weak- 
nesses and failures and appar- 
ently tries to transplant his ha- 
tred for his own divorced wife to 
her; but of course Dodd’s bitter- 
ness is merely a _ psychological 
reaction to the fact he is:in love 
with Mrs. Elgin. 

Odets provides a good surface 
drawing of these three. But it 
is an ephemeral glimpse of them.

PRAISES. EDUCATIONAL 
TV AS TEACHING AD 


Speaker Tells of Research In- 
dicating Use of System 
Improves Grades. 


The new medium of educational 
television has proved to be the 
most effective supplement to 
standard teaching procedures, 
Charles Guggenheim, television 
consultant to Washington Univer- 
sity, declared last night. | 

‘He addressed a meeting of 60 
public high school principals at 
the Woman’s Building on the uni- 
versity campus. 

“Research conducted by the 
Navy’s special devices division 
shows that students who learn by 
watching TV acquire more knowl- 
edge and get better grades than 
those who listen only to lectures,” 
Guggenheim said. 

Similar trials of educational TV 
in Cleveland and Detroit rein- 
force this conclusion, he added. 

Washington University plans to 
offer a night school course in the 
theory of educational television 
next spring and will sponsor a 
workshop on the subject in the 
summer session, Guggenheim 

The Federal Communications 
Commission has allocated Chan- 
nel Nine for educational TV in 
the St. Louis area and Washing- 
ton University has announced 
plans to co-operate in sponsoring 
the station, he pointed out. 

Guggenheim urged teachers to 
offer suggestions for TV pro- 
grams. “Some teachers will be 
asked to turn television performer 
and give lectures over the new 
station,” he said. 3 

Daytime programs will be de- 
signed for elementary and high 
school students, with evenings de- 
voted to adult education, the 
speaker pointed out. Among pro- 
gram suggestions so far are “TV 
Tours,” taking students through 
civic institutions.

LONDON, Nov. 25 (AP)—The 
profile of Queen Elizabeth II that 
will grace coins to be struck for 
the coronation year will be the 
design of a‘ 7l-year-old widow, 
Mrs. Mary Gillick of Chelsea, it 
was announced today. 

The Duke of Edinburgh is 
president of the committee which 
selected the design from 17 sub- 
mitted by various artists. whose 
identities were kept: secret from 
the jury. Once the artist was 
chosen, the queen sat for Mrs. 
Gillick. The design-is now a 
plaster relief nine inches in 
diameter. 

Coins for Britain and the do- 
minions will display an effigy of 
the Queen uncrowned. In colonial 
territories, however, the Queen 
will wear a crown, This design 
with crown is the work of Cecil 
Thomas, a 67-year-old sculptor 
for whom the Queen also sat. 
Coins for the colonies will not be 
issued until after the coronation

Many such farm group spokes- 
men express belief “the West will 
be better understood in Washing- 
ton” as a result of the Eisenhow- 
er action. 

As a graduate of the region’s 
agricultural colleges and an “op- 
erating” livestock man in his 
early years, Benson is believed 
to be in accord with broad west- 
ern thinking on the need for con- 
tinued development of water re- 
sources and soil conservation 
measures—without a complex of 
bureaus directed from Washing- 
ton by department: heads some- 
what out of touch with regional 
thinking or needs. 

Born In Idaho. 

Born Aug. 4, 1899, in the little 
farm community of Whitney, 
Idaho, Benson is the son of 
George T. and Sarah Dunckley 
Benson, After studies at rural 
schools and Oneida State Aca- 
demy, a church institution no 
longer in existence, he attended 
the University of Idaho, Brigham 
Young University, and then ac- 
quired much of his groundwork 
in scientific farming at Utah 
State Agricultural College, which 
he attended from 1919 to 1926. 

He left the latter school be- 
fore graduation to fulfill the 
church . mission in the British 
Isles from 1921 to 1923, returned 
to the state college, then ob- 
tained his bachelor of science de- 
gree at B.Y.U. He later took an 
M.S, in agricultural economics at 
Iowa State College in 1927, and 
went to Preston, Idaho, as county 
agricultural agent in 1929, 

In 1930 he became economist 
and marketing specialist for the 
University of Idaho . extension 
service, serving until 1938, when 
he resumed graduate studies un- 
der a fellowship at the University 
of California. 

Helped Organize Co-op. 

While in Idaho he had helped 
organize the Idaho Co-operative 
Council and became its secretary. 
Sent to Washington by the organi- 
zation, he quickly attracted the 
attention of national leaders of 
the co-operative movement, and 
was appointed executive secretary 
of the National Council of Farm- 
er Co-operatives in 1939, with 
headquarters in Washington. He 
left in 1944 to take up his duties 
as a member of the church Quo- 
rum of Twelve Apostles in Salt 
Lake City. Previously in church 
endeavors he served as president 
of the Boise and Washington 
(D.C.) stakes of the Latter-Day 
Saints church—a stake being 
somewhat akin to a parish in 
scope and size. 

A member of the 
council and board of trustees of 
the American Institute of Co- 
operation since 1943, he is like- 
wise a member of the American 
Marketing Association, the Farm 
Economies Association and Ro- 
tary, and a member of five na- 
tional committees for the Boy

This may not be too easy. Persons who change 
their minds wait until the last minute to do so. 
By then’ the conventional places where food is 


purchased will have. been closed. Search will have — 


to be made farther afield. 

Even if such places are open, they probably will 
be unable to miatch the food already on hand. 
Thus some guests will have to be offered one kind 
of food while others are offered another. It is not 
ynpossible that the persons who have changed 
their minds will get the better choice. That is un- 
fair to persons who have not changed their minds 
and deserve the preference. 

Or a bolder plan may be adopted of procuring 
no extra food and trying to make the original 
supply stretch. Then members of the family and 
and intimate friends will have to be directed to 
hold back. This is hard on them since, no doubt, 
they have been long .lopking forward to the 
opportunity to enjoy party food. 

far as space is concerned, it surely will be 
too late to alter the general proportions of a 
house. The only solution is to extend the party 
to the porch and the lawn, praying that the 
weather will be neither rainy nor bitterly cold. 

Mind changing is:a serious hazard..of entertain- 
ing. And it will continue to be one until etiquette 
requires those who change their minds and later 
ask if they may come to provide a like number 
of persons willing to change the other way.

Notes on Safe Heating. 


E have one thing in common 

with gas, oil, coal and wood 

and that is that we all need 
oxygen. Take oxygen away from 
a flame and the flame will go out. 
Take it away from yourself and . 


you'll go out too. 


Now during the cold weather, 


too many of us shut ourselves and 
some sort of heating equipment 
up tight. in a house or a room 
and sit there burning up the 
oxygen like mad. 

If the house or room is tightly 
enough shut and if we sit there 
long enough we'll all run out of 
oxygen. That’s bad. 

Even if some fresh air does get 
into the house or room, a decrease 
in the amount of oxygen is going 
to make you feel sort of sick and 
dopey. 

The other bad thing we want 
to talk about is that too many 
heaters don’t have any chimneys 
or vents. All the fumes that are 
produced when fuel burns goes 
right into the house where it 
mixes with the pure air and 
makes you.sick. In fact these 
gases are poisonous enough to 
make you a lot more than just 
sick. 

So, be careful for the next few 
months. Don’t seal yourself up 
in a house or a room where there 
is no ventilation and don’t have 
any sort of unvented heating ap- 
pliance around for anything more 
than temporary use. 

If the heater is going to be used 
as a permanent heating system, 


install some sort of vent or chim- - 


ney to carry the dangerous fumes 
out of the house,

Five-Year-Old Danny Goes to Col 


Pint-Sized Texan, 


a Piano Prodigy, 


Is Enrolled in San Antonio School: 
Child Attends Music Classes Twice 
‘ a Week—Second Year at Institution

SAN ANTONIO, Tex., Nov. 25. 
EACHERS at San Antonio 
college aren’t surprised * to 
find 5-year-old Danny Hooper 
wandering. through corridors or 
peeking into classrooms. In fact, 
they consider the pint-sized Texan 
and piano maestro nearly a col- 
lege veteran. 

In his second year as a music 
student at the junior college, 
Danny 
older students at the- keyboard. 
The youngest student ever to reg- 
ister at the school and perhaps 
the nation’s youngest college-goer, 
he attends classes two afternoons 
a week. But if Danny had his 
own way, he'd be at the classroom 
piano every day. 

According to his parents, Dr. 
and Mrs. Charles H. Hooper, the 
youngster has been composing 
since he was two years old when 
he would climb up to the piano 
and play his tunes. 

At three, it became apparent 
Danny was no ordinary child: His 
mother, who majored in music at 
North Texas State College, was 
having a recital at home for her 
small group of piano students, 


“When the recital had ended,” 
she recalls, “Danny sat up to the 
piano and played every tune that 
had been performed by my stu- 
dents. It was rather embarrassing 
because the other children had 
been practicing a long time. 
Danny played their pieces even 
better than they did.” 

Then, one day after his mother 
had completed her piano practice 
and left the room, she heard 
Danny executing the. same melody 
she had been playing. She rea- 
lized her young son’s talents 
could not be ignored. 


Last year. tickling the ivories 
took on a serious air when Danny 
began classes at San Antonio Col- 
lege. Under college rules he must 
be officially enrolled at the school 
in order to study under Miss Bess 
Hieronymus, who is a master at 
the piano, herself. ‘ 

A portion of Danny's success 
at the piano can be credited to 
his teacher who says one needs 
a course in: child psychology to 
understand a 5-year-old musician. 

The teacher must feel his 
moods so that*she can know on 
what days she can push him on 
and what days she must leave 
him to his own experimentations,

ESCRIBING her musical prod- 
Die. Miss Hieronymus says he 

has an “amazing ear’ for music 
and a “flair for the keyboard.” 

“He has never missed a chord 
and he can get around the key- 
board easily, whereas other chil- 
dren wouldn't attempt it,” she 
adds. 

After a year of study with Miss 

Hieronymus, Danny has learned 
to transpose into any key and to 
réad notes proficiently. Although 
his teacher stresses a correct ear 
and creativeness, she wants her 
tiny pupil to be able to follow 
exactly printed music of great 
composers, 
‘ And the adherence to written 
music is one of Miss Hierony- 
mus’s most ‘difficult tasks. 
cause of Danny’s uncanny musical 
memory, she must guard against 
his playing entirely by ear- 

After once showing Danny how 
a waltz, minuet, or march chord is 
maneuvered by the left hand, 
Miss Hieronymus need not re- 
peat her instruction. 

“The amazing thing is he never 
forgets. He'll sit up to the piane 
and say, ‘I’m going to play a 
waltz. These are waltz chords,’” 
she explains. 

Danny, who enjoys performing 
for an autlience, has been stage- 
struck only once, his teacher. re- 
lates. That was before a local 
Tuesday Musical Club, a women’s 
group. 

It was late in the afternoon and 
Danny had waited patiently while 
the organization installed new of- 
ficers. When his turn came, 
frightened by the formalities, 
Danny didn’t want to perform. 
After persuasion by Miss Hierony- 
mus, the youngster shyly went to 
the piano. 

“Once he. got going,” 
Hieronymus recalls, “he forgot 
all about the people.

Coaching her son, the physician’s 
wife sits down to the piano in 
the comfortable living room and 
starts sounding chords. Curled up 
in g near-by chair, Danny identi- 
fies in order: “Dominant seventh, 
diminished seventh, minor, domi- 
nant seventh, diminished seventh, 
B flat.
